Summary of exemptions to the animal welfare act

During litis period, their metabolism must undergo some very 
extraordinary changes: wilh no food ‘.make, the gui must change ant! the metabolic 
pathways lhat provide nutrients to the various tissues must also account for the lack of 
food intake.

Bat other fueis arc important {Buck and 
Bamcs.B . Am. J. Physiol. 279: R255.2000) and il is known that long term Fasting by 
these mammals and birds can be characterized by three phases ( Y. ("herd and Y. Lc 
Vlaho, Am.
